ENTIRE SQUARE BURNED. 


Vany Guests in the Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel Have Narrow 
E scapes from 
Death. 


BRAVE RESCUES EFFECTED. 


Fire swept a square of South Chicago 
buildings early yesterday morning, inflicted 
probably fatal injurtes on two firemen, and 
less serious hurts on ten other persons, and 
rendered 200 homeless. It started in a shed 
in the rear of Peter Hansen's saloon, 323 
Winety-second street. It put in jeopardy 
the lives of sixty inhabitants of the Grand 
Central Hotel, and for a time imperiled the 
whole of the business district centered there. 

All the available fire department force on 
the South Side and three engines from the 
down-town district, taken to the scene on 
flat cars, ‘were requi in the attempt to 
confine the fire to the block bounded by 
Ninety-first and Ninety-second streets and 


-‘Bxchange ahd Commercial avenues. In the 
nineteen buildings burned, thirty-four firms 


and individuals sustained considerable loss. 
The total loss was estimated at $115,000, of 
which $70,000 was in buildings and $45,000 


nm stock and household goods. Standing off 


against the loss is $83,000 insurance.

GEORGE BULLOCK CONFESSES 
ILLINOIS HOMICIDES. 


‘Convict in Penitentiary 
Tells the Warden That in 1886 He 
Killed Marshals McNett and Grant 
and Julia Buckmier in Geneva and 
Later a Man in Missouri—Hag Ac- 
knowledged First Two Crimes 

Twice Before. 


George Bullock, alias J. C. McBride, has 
made his third confession of the murder of 
Town Marshals John McNett and Joseph 
Grant at Geneva, III., in 1886. Bullock is 
now serving a term in the Minnesota peni- 
tentiary, and it was to the warden of that 
institution that he told of the crime. To 
it he added the statement that he was gullty 
of the murder of Julia Buckmier at Geneva 
and that he had killed a Missouri Town 


Marshal a few! years ago. The Buckmier - 


murder followed close on the heels of the 
killing of the two Town Marshals and cdused 
great excitement at Geneva at the time. 

Bullock's 
Grant murder was made while was a 
prisoner in the Nebraska penitentiary at 
Omaha, several years after the crime was 
committed. It was given little credence and 
no attempt was made to arrest him at the 
expiration of his sentence. 

Bullock, however, returned to Kane Coun- 
ty. One night while attending a Salvation 
Army revival at Naperville he once more 
told how he had killed the officers. He was 
promptly arrested and taken to Geneva. As 


he neared the town Bullock jumped from the 


Sheriff's buggy, fied across the fields, and 
was not heard from again till he disclosed 
his identity to the Minnesota officials. 


Details of Geneva Crimes. 

McBride, or Bullock, states that he and 
two “ pals’’ were engaged in an attempt to 
rob the residence of an undertaker in Gene- 
va, III., in 1886. An alarm was given and 
while McNett and Grant were capturing the 
two pals Bullock eseaped. He ran down 
the street and hid behind a tree. As the two 
Marshals came by with their prisoners Bul- 
lock, the confession says, sumiped out and 
shot both the officers. 

Bullock says he was suspected of the crime 
at the time, but as there was no evidence 
against him he was not arrested. This is 
the first crime to which Bullock confesses. 
The next is the murder of Julia Buckmier. 
Bulleck says he went into the woman’s 
house one night for the purpose of robbing 
it. She woke up and recognized him and he 
killed her, fearing that if he did not she 
would give him up to the police. 

He says that he secreted her body in a 
chickencoop at the back of the house and 
afterwards set fire to the house. The house 
was burned up and it was not for several 
days that the body of the woman was found. 
Bullock says that he remained in Geneva 
some time after that But was not suspected 
of the murder. 

The next crime that Bullock confesses to 
is the shooting of a Town. Marshal in a 
small town just outside of Kansas City 
several years later. He says that he went 
to this town for the purpose of robbing the 
postofifice.

Citizens Say Crime Was in 1884. 

The murder of McNett and Grant at 
Geneva, II., is well remembered in that 
town. Telegraphiq information from 
Geneva states that the tragedy occurred 
Aug. 27, 1884. Three men were attempting 
to rob a house occupied by a family named 
Larabee. Shooting was heard in the street, 
and citizens running out of their houses 
found the two officers lying in the street at 
the corner of Fourth and Campbell streets, 
about 200 feet from the courthouse and jail. 
McNett was dead and his revolver was 
empty. Citizens said that after he fell they 
saw him raise himself and empty his re- 
volver, presumably after the escaping men. 
Grant was also shot and died while being 
carried to his home. About a year aftet- 
wards a man named Estee was arrested for 
the crime, and confessed to being implicated 
init. He was sentenced to serve twenty-five 
years for the murders. 

A man who hgard Bullock’s confession at 
Stillwater said he had no doubt of its truth- 
1 fulness, as he was living at Geneva at the 


time and was conversant with the circum-. 


stances. Warden Wolfer of the Minnesota 
penitentiary has written to the authorities 


at Geneva, III.

GEN. WHITE TELLS OF VICTORY. 


In Official Report Commander in Natal 
Says Boers at Elandslaagte Were 
Utterly Routed. — 


London, Oct. 22.—The War office this after- 
noon published the following dispatch to the 
Secretary of State for War, the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, from the General commanding 
in Natal, Sir George Stewart White, regard- 
ing the engagement yesterday at Eland- 
siaagte, between Glencoe and Ladysmith, 
when the British under General French 
routed the Transvaal forces under General 
Jan H. M. Kock, second in command in 
the Transvaal army, who was himself 
wounded and captured and has since died. 


General White’s First Report. 

“White, commander in Natal, to the Sec- 
cretary of State for War. Filed Ladysmith, 
Oct. 22; 10:30 a. m.: 

In the action at Elandslaagte yesterday 
the troops engaged were the following: 
Cavalry, Fifth Lancers, a squadron of the 
Fifth Dragoon Guards, the Imperial Light 
Horse, and two squadrons of Natal carbi- 
‘neers; artillery, Twenty-first Field Battery, 
Forty-second Field Battery, and the Natal 
Field Battery; infantry, the Devonshire 
Regiment, half a battalion of the Gordon 
Highlanders, and the Manchester Regiment. 
‘The whole force was under Genera! French, 
with Colonel Ian Hamilton commanding the 
infantry. 

“I was present in person from 3:30 p. m. 
“to 6:30 p. m., but did not assume direction. 
of the fight, which was left in the hands 
of General French. 

„Although desultory fighting took place 
earlier in the day, while reinforcements, sent 
out later, on ascertaining the enemy's 
strength, were arriving from Ladysmith, 
the real action did not begin until 3:30 p. m. 

At that hour the Boers held a position of ex- 
ceptional strength, consisting of a rock 
hill about a mile and a half southeast of 
Elandslaagte station. 


¥ Opens with Artillery Duel. 

2 „At 8:30 p. m. our guns took a position ona 
ridge 4,100 yards from the Boers, whose guns 
at once opened fire. This fire was generally 
well directed, but somewhat high. Contrary 
to previous experiences their shells burst 
well. 


The Imperial Light Horse moved towards 

the left of the enemy's position, and two 
._ Squadrons of the Fifth Lancers toward his 
right. During the arfillery duel, mounted 
Boer pushed out from their left and engaged 
the Imperial Light Horse. 

In a few minutes the enemy’s guns ceased 
firing and our artillery was turned on the 
mounted Boers, who opposed the Imperial 
Light Horse. The latter at once fell back. 
After the artillery preparations our infantry 
advanced to the attack, supported by our 
guns in the second position. 

The Devonshires held the enemy in front, 
while the Manchester regiment and the Gor- 
-Gon Highlanders turned his left flank. 

. “The Boer guns, although often tempo- 
rarily silenced, invariably opened fire a

BATTLE WON AT TALANA HILL. 


British Victory of Friday Near Glencoe 
Largely Due to Effective Ar- 
tillery W. Work.

All this time our infantry, in extended 
formation, had gradually pressed forward, 
watching the Boers from the rear of the 
artillery and massing on the extreme left of 
the hill. 

“I saw three shells in quick succession cut 
some to pieces and drive others away. The 


Boer fire was becoming hot, but the first 


battalion of the King’s Royal Rifles and the 
Irish Fusileers, led respectively by Colonel 
Gunning and Colonel Carlton, continued to 
mount the hill. Gradually they extended 
along the ridge, and at 10 o'clock, after four 


and a half hours of artillery fire to screen 


them, they managed to reach a wall, run- 
ning parallel with the ridge, about 600 yards 


| from the summit. 


Batteries Do Excellent Work. 
This position was gained under cover of 


some magnificent shooting by our artillery- 


men, who placed shelis at points where the 
Boers were massed, with amazing accuracy, 
compelling them to retire. But not for 
long. On again the determined enemy 


would come, only to be beaten back again 


by the excellent shooting of the Thirteenth

„At 11:45 a. m. the firing had almost 
ceased, and our infantry were over the wall 
in a twinkling and rushing toward the 
plateau at the base of the top or secondary 
ridge.

A large body of Boers, driven from 
Smith’s Hill, took refuge in a cattle kraal, 
intending a cross-fire. The Thirteenth 
Battery opened fire, however, and poured 
in such a hail of bullets as caused them 
speedily to shift the position. 


Boer Courage Undoubted. 

„Thus far the enemy have displayed un- 
doubted courage; perhaps unequaled by the 
best European troops. They had stood up 
to our scattering artillery fire with the 
greatest determination and then, on Talana 
Ridge, standing clearly out on the sky line, 
they still appeared unbeaten and defiant. 
The battle had now raged six and a halt 
hours, when the Sixty-ninth Battery was 
ordered to limber up and advance. The bat- 
tery galloped into a new position in splendid 
form and was in action at 8 front in a mo- 
ment. 

** Bo effective was the 3 result ot 
this close range firing that the Thirteenth 


Battery was at once ordered up, and after 


two rounds from each battery perfect silence 
reigned over the enemy’s front, broken only 
by the whirring of the Maxims served by 
the Dublin Fusiliers, who hdd secured an 
excellent position to the right. During a 
momentary cessation the Boers had taken

BULWARK OF BRITISH EMPIRE. 


Lord Charles Beresford Describes the 
of the Military Forces 
of the Colonies. 


New York, Oct. 22.—[Special:]—In speak- 
ing of the make-up of the men of the Brit- 
ish army Lord Charles Beresford says: 

In view of the loyal offers of troops for 
south Africa made by Australasia, Canada, 
and other British colonies, it is interesting 
to know the nature of the local troops, from 

which the contingents for active service will 
be drawn. 

The Canadian militia is properly divided 
into three sections—namely: The perma- 
nent militia, the active militia, and the re- 
serve militia. 

The second section or active militia con- 
stitutes for practical purposes the available 
fighting force of Canada. It is 35,000 strong. 

The Canadian forces include thirteen bat- 
teries of Garrison artillery and seventeen 
field batteries. There are*also two compan- 
ies of engineers and thirty-eight squadrons 
of cavalry. 

In Australia the Queensland forces, ex- 
elusive of the rifle clubs and police force, are 
divided, like the Canadian, into three sec- 
tions. There is first the permanent artillery, 
secondly the militia, and thirdly the volun- 
teers. 


The New South Wales forces, like those of 


Queensland, are divided into permanent 
forces, fully paid, militia partly paid, and 
volunteers. The permanent forces include 
the headquarters staff, ordnance staff, per- 
manent staff, and, besides these, a nucleus 
of artillery engineers, medical staff corps, 
and army ser yice corps. The total number, 
including officers and men, is 591. The par- 
tially paid forces include lancers, mounted 
rifles, field and garrison artillery, infantry, 
engineers, submarine miners, army service 
‘and medical staff corps, amounting 
in all to 4,280. With volunteers and rifle 
clubs the total military force of New South 


Wales reaches the number of 8,937. 


“The Victorian forces are divided into the 
usual three sections. The permanent forces 
are composed in much the same way as 
thece cf New South Wales and reach a total 
of all ranks of 393, 

The combined forces of tralia, includ- 
ing volunteers, reach a total of little more 
than 25,000 men, and of this number only 
about one-half are paid or partially paid. 
If-we take the forces as a whole, the relative 
strength of the various arms is as follows: 

Staff and all arms not enumerated, 9178; 
artillery, 4,193; engineers, 689; cavalry, 1.060; 
mounted rifles, 2,816; infantry, 15,835. It is 
from this body that the conitngent to be sent

Cape Town, Oct. 22.—While some hot en- 
gagements have been fought, the British 
military experts here think no decisive 
battle has yet taken place. They expect 
that the really. decisive battles of the war 
will be fought at Kimberley, Cape Colony, 
‘where Cecil Rhodes is now surrounded, and 
at or near Laing's Nek, after the Boers shall 
have been driven out of that colony into the 
Transvaal. 

It is believed that the Boers will try to 
blow up the diamond mines at Kimberley, 
where the garrison, all told, numbers less 
than 2,000 men. The ‘Boers are destroying 
bridges over the Orange River, south of 
Kimberley, and ripping up tracks. 

Vryburg, a small town in Cape Colony, 
near the border of the Transvaal, has been 
abandoned to the Boers. The Dutch have 
It is reported that the Boers 
have shot two prisoners. 

News from Kimberley and points beyond 
on the west reaches here slowly, as all the 
telegraph wires are cut and messages are 
carried by native runners. 


BOER BRAVERY IS COMMENDED. 


‘Word of Battle Received at Cape Town 
Says It Was a Brilliant Feat 
| of Arms. 


Cape Town, Oct. 22.—Dispatches received 
from. the front regarding the capture of 
Elandslaagte show it to have been a bril- 
Want feat of arms. The Boers were strong- 
ly intrenched and fought with their usual 
bravery. They seized every opportunity of 
coming into action, and ran to serve their 
guns whenever they could get a chance. 

The British wounded are now being taken 
to Ladysmith. Every care and. attention 
are also being given to the Boer wounded, 
who are being dispatched down the coun- 
try. 

When the news of General French's vie- 
tory at B¥andslaagte was published here it 
caused great enthusiasm. The newspa- 
pers were quickly on the streets with special 
editions, and the people left the churches 
in order to get the details of the fighting.

WAR NEWS ABSORBS LONDON. 


Battles in Africa Topics in All Churches 
—Troops Being Sent as Fast as 
Ships Can Be Loaded. 


London, Oct. continued victories 


in south Africa and the losses in killed and 
wounded were the subject of pulpit refer- 
ences in all the churches, especially the 
Catholic churches, owing to the disasters 
that befell the Irish Fusileers. 

The vicinity of the War Office was crowded 
all day by anxious inquirers for the latest 
information. The greatest anxiety and sus- 
pense existed regarding the losses at Elands- 
laagte and as to the fate of the Hussars who 
pursued the Boers from Glencoe. 


Among the callers at the War office were 


the Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, Sir Peter 
O’Brien, who called to inquire for particu- 
lars as to the Irish troops; Baron MacNagh- 
ton, Lord Stanley, Lord George Hamilton, 
Secretary of State for India; Mrs. Hammers- 
ley, whose husband was wounded at Glen- 
coe; Joseph Chamberlain, Arthur J. Bal- 
four, Lady Randolph Churchill, and other 
well known society women. 


General White’s Report Posted Up. 


Typewritten copies of the reports of Gen- 
eral Sir George Stewart White were posted 
on bulletin boards or read to the crowds 
amid much enthusiasm, while the additions 
to the list of killed and wounded at Glencoe 
were received with manifestations of per- 
sonal bereavement. 

The stream of callers at the War office 
showed little diminution as the evening ad- 
vanced. Everybody was gratifled to read 
the kindly message from the Queen and 
disappointed at the absence of news from 
Glencoe, many arguing that communication 
must be cut off, as otherwise there would be 
at least some positive intelligence as to the 
condition of General Symons, who, accord- 
ing to an unconfirmed report, died yesterday 
of his wounds. 


Transports Sail for the Cape. 

The British transports Pavonia and Malta 
sailed this afternoon from Southampton with 
troops of Sir Redvers Buller’s army corps. 
There was a renewal of the scenes of en- 
thusiasm that marked the departure of the 
guards yesterday. Enormous crowds gath- 
ered at the quay to witness the embarka- 
tion. 

The transports that were due to sail} last 
evening and this evening from Woolwich and 
Tilbury were detained in consequence of 
the heavy fog that has enveloped the Lon- 
don district for forty-eight hours, seriously 
impeding the embarkation of troops. It is 
expected that they will leave tomorrow. 


The departure of the last battalions of the 


Coldstream Guards from Waterloo station 
today was attended by great crowds, al- 
though the fog was so dense that from the 
sidewalks the troops could scarcely be seen. 

Aithough the fund opened by the Lord 
Mayor, Sir John Moore, for the Transvaal 
refugees has already reached £135,000, his

SERMONS ON THE BOER WAR. 


W. Douglas MacKenzie and David Bea- 
ton Point Out the Arguments 
for the British. 
“The Boer war 


| va discussed last evening 
by two Chicago preachers—the Rev. W. 
Douglas MacKenzie at the New England 
Congregational Church and the Rev. David 
Beaton at the Lincoln Park Congregational. 
Both espoused the English side. At the end 
of his lecture the former said that in this 
war the principles of oligarchy are opposed 
to Christian democracy, and that the triumph 
of England would mean the establishment 
of a free government composed of all south 
African states. | 

Dr. MacKenzie said: The war between 
England and the Boers is not the result of 
the conditions imposed on the Transvaal by 
Mr. Chamberlain, but is caused by differ- 
ences in the dispositions of the peoples en- 
gaged in the war, dispositions that inevitably 
clashed. One trouble between Great Britain 
and the Boers has been that Great Britain 
has not been willing to allow the Boers to 
ill-treat the natives. They were responsible 
to God for the conduct of their subjects. 
The Boers have ill-treated and oppressed the 
natives for many years. The first war be- 
tween Great Britain and the Transvaal was 
the result of the refusal of the Boers to allow 
the natives any semblance of religious or 
civil liberty. 

The present war with the Boers is the 
result of the oppression of the foreigners 
within their borders by the Boers. The 
Boers have always been unwilling to recog- 
nize the rights of other men. They have not 
been intelligent enough to see that if they 
had given the uitlanders a liberal franchise 
a firm and stable government would have 
been established, instead of the present 
weak and poorly organized one, although 
perhaps the reins of government would 
have been taken from their hands. Their 
eternal cry is: This is our country, Let us 
make it a country peopled by isolated, slave- 
owning Dutch burghers. Let us keep all 
outsiders out.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Beaton ascribed the war to 
the aversion of the Boers to the invasion of 
civilizing influences from the north and 
south, and said it was mistaken sympathy 
which directed itself in favor of the South 
African Republic. Speaking of the early 
history of the Boers in the Transvaal, he 

They took the land belonging to the na- 
tives and treated them with the greatest in- 
justice. They would not let the negroes own 
land, and forced them to work at prices.to 


suit themselves. The American people treat- 


ed the Indians as gentlemen compared with 
the way the Boers treated the negroes. As 
a result of this treatment the Zulus and 
Basutos became the deadly enemies of the 
Boers, and later on Britain stepped in and 
helped the Boers in their fight against the 
Zulus. After the Zulus were whipped Britain 
handed over the reins of government to the 
Boers. Does that look as though Britain was 
trying to interfere with Boer independence?” 
The speaker said that the South African 
Republic was such only in name, and was in 
fact an oligarchy, The Boers stood for 
retrogression and civil and religious oppres- 
sion. Great Britain was fighting for a great 
principle.

| Sign of Murder. 


Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 22.—The body of a 
woman was found in the Des Moines River 
this evening, and identified as that of Mabel

years old, and came here a few days ago to 
visit at the home of J. W. Thomas. She was 
missed today, but no anxiety was felt, and 
the first suspicion of trouble came when the 
body was found. The Coroner physi- 
cians on examination declare she was not 
drowned, as there is no discoloration or 
swelling. There were no marks of violence, 
however, and no poison could be detected.

PRICE OF BROOM CORN RISING. 


Now Nearly Double the Early Septem- 
ber Figure and Still Going Up—A 
Few Men in Control. | 


In the last four weeks the price of broom 
corn has advanced $50 a ton and is still going 
up. Factories are not well supplied with 
stock, and the speculators and a few manu- 
facturers have the market in their control. 
This rapid advance, of course, will affect 
every household. 

The country around Arcola, known as the 
Central Illinois broom corn district, pro- 
duces three-fourths of all the broom corn of 
the world. Early last month, when the 
harvest began, farmers felt that if they 
could get $60 a ton they would be doing well, 
as it costs about $40 a ton to produce m 
corn. Manipulators of the market realized 
that little old corn was held over from last 
season and that manufacturers must depend 
on the new crop for broom stock. 

Hardly had the cutting begun when the 
broom corn districts were full of buyers. 
Brokers contracted for many farmers’ crops 
before they were harvested. The highest 
price at that time was $60. Toward the close 
of September a few who had nice brush got 
$70. Then the price ran up to $80 a ton. 

The last ten days in the central Illinois dia- 
trict have been the most exciting ever Known 
during a broom corn season. A week ago last 
Monday a lot of corn was sold for from $70 
to $80 a ton, and on the following Wednesday 
at Arcola the price opened at $80 a tan and 
before the day was over sales had been made 
for $100. The price went to $110 early last 
week, and a few farmers are now holding 
their stock for $125. |

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. [Special.

WORK AT RIVER MOUTH THREATENS 
THE CITY’S HEALTH. 
Statement Is Made by the Health Com- 
missioner, Dr. Reynolds, in Reply 
to Mayor Marshall—Urges Suaspen- 
sion Till Drainage Channel Is Fin- 
ished—Protests in the Interests of 
Publie Health Against the Modifica- 
tion ef Contracts, ae 


The Commisstener of Health, Dr. Arthur 
Reynolds, bas issued another and fina] state- 
ment bearing on the controversy with Major 
W. L. Marshall, government engineer at 
this station, Dr. Reynolds’ latest letter is 
addressed to Mayor Harrison, and is an an- 
ewer to a communication sent by Major Mar- 
shail to the War department. Major Mar- 
shall had forwarded with his statement to 
the Secretary of War a letter addressed to 
him by the President of the Star Construc- 
tion and Dredging company, requesting a 
modification of his contract of June 20, 
1890, for dredging in Chicago harbor, the 
request being based on the action of the 
Chicago authorities’ prohibiting the dump- 
ing of the dredged material within eight 
miles of the shore line, between the north 
— of the city and the Indiana State 
ne. . ’ 

_It was alleged in the complaint to the War 
department that contracts amounting to 
000, now in course of execution, are 
thus made inoperative, and are ctically 
suspended, and that if the action of the 
city is adhered to the existing contracts 


will have to be canceled.”’ 


Endangers Public Health. 


- 

This allegation, made by the 
office, is answered by Dr. Reynolds as fol- 
lows: 
the interest of the public health of the city, for 
the reasons set forth in my letter to the Commis- 
bioner of Public Works of Sept. 1, in which is 
shown a 82 per cent Inorease in the deaths from 
the impure water diseases following a pollution 
of the water supply—attributed solely to the 
dumping of river and harbor dredgings in the lake 
between the shore and the water intakes. 

For the rest, I beg to cal! attention to the follow- 
ing facts: The contracts, which Major Mar- 
shall declares are made inoperative and practical- 
ly suspended, and must be canceled, if the action 
of the city is adhered to, are, according to the 
Major himself (letter to the Commissioner of Pub- 
3 Aug. 28, 1809): 

Chicago harhor ........ gece 
Calumet River and har bor 410,000 


Work under the Calumet River and har- 
bor contracts ($410,000) has not been inter- 
fered with at all, but has gone on and is 
progressing uninterruptedly. 

Concerning the Chicago River contract 
($125,000), Major Marshall, in a letter to the 
Commissioner of Public Works, dated Aug. 
25, 1899, wrote: The dredging of the Chi- 
cago River is practically completed.’ 

This leaves only the Chicago harbor 
contract that is in any wise interfered with 
by the action of the city in enforcing the 
long;standing ordinance prohibiting dump- 
ing in Lake Michigan within eight miles of 
the shore line.“ 

Then the commissioner proceeds with tho 
comment that in seeking the enforcement 
of this ordinance the Health department 
was well aware that it would be impossible 
for contractors to comply with the require- 
ments of an eight-mile tow into the ‘che’ 
and to meet this contingency it was sought 
to secure. the lake front basin for.the de- 
posit of all river and drainage channel 
dredgings. This has at last been done 
through the intervention of your Honor, and 
the menance to the purity of the city water 
supply from these causes has been abated,” 


Work Should Be Suspended. 


This statement brings Dr. Reynolds to 
the consideration of the contract for the 
dredgings in the outer harbor and he writes: 
I shall be more than satisfied if our ac- 
tion shall cause a total suspension of work 
under this contract until the drainage chan- 
nel is in operation.” Bot 


Says Dumping Is Dangerous. 


In giving reasons for his opposition to 
any present work on these outer dredgings 
the Health Commissioner quotes a state- 
ment made more than twenty years ago by 
a predecessor of Major Marshall, that no 
dumping at all be made in the lake. Dr. 
Reynolds thus states the case: up 

These dredgings are to be made in the vicinity 
of the mouth of the river, from the foulest area 
of the lake bottom—sewage-polluted material 
which may not be safely distributed until the 
drainage canal has reversed the current in the 
river, and is carrying away the proposed 300,000 
— feet a minute of the shore waters of the 
ake. 


the sound advice of one of Major Marshall's pred- 
ecessors should be followed. Jan. 28, 1878, 
Major W. L. Gillespie, United States Engineer 
in charge of the Chicago harbor, wrote: As a 
perfect safeguard against shoal water near the 
approach to the harbor I would recommend that 
no dumping be allowed at all in the lake, and that 
all dredging material be required to be utilized 
in the eit.“ 

Had this been done during the last twenty-odd 
years, not alone would there now be little neces- 
sity for these dredgings but the sacrifice of 
thousands of lives to the impure water diseases 
would have been spared. 

I venture to think that the same mistake is be- 
ing made today at South Chicago. Every cubic 
yard of the clean material that is now being 
dumped into the lake from the Calumet—to form 
shoals and obstructions which will hereafter re- 
quire to be dredged away—is needed to fill up, to 
grade the low-iying lands in the immediate vicin- 


ty. 

The high death rate of the Thirty-third Ward

A member of the Granite Cutters’ union |

This lat- 
ter body is alleged to be, both in constitu- 
tion and membership, a union of soft stone 
cutters, whose trade is distin 
acter and trade organization from 
cutting granite, This ruling is Claimed to 
be preposterous and due to the desire of the 
Soft Stone Cutters’ union to turn into its 
depleted treasury the dues of granite cut- 
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Ot the merits of this controversy we 
not presume to judge further than to re- 
mark that granite cutters’ unions are mem- 
bers of building trades councils in other 
cities. The difficulty is rendered acute by 
the prospect of granite work on the federal 
building, which, under present circum- 
stances, no members of the National Gran- 
ite Cutters’ union will be allowed to engage 
in except by joining the Journeyman Stone 
Cutters’ union. 

This sidelight on the general labor trou- 
bles connected with the federal building and 
the continual threats of a sympathetic strike 
under orders from the Building Trades coun- 
cil render a review of the precise issue in- 
volved and the present status of the case 
much in point. 

In, the erection of local stone buildings 
it is usual to have the stone dressed at or 
near the quarries, The union rate of wages 
for granite cutting varies for different lo- 
‘calities, although in all cases it is fixed, 
not by the loca]. but by the National Gran- 
Western rates, follow- 
ing the tendency of wages generally in the 
West, are usually from 25 to 50 per cent 
above those in the Kast. The Chicago rate, 
which is above the rate at most though not 
all Western points, is 45 cents an hour. The 
Eastern rate is generally in the neighbor- 
hood of 30 cents an hour. 
day prevails in the West and a nine-hour 
day in the East. 

Thirteen months before bids were hand- 
ed in for the Chicago Postoffice the Na- 
tional Granite Cutters’ union polled its 
membership on the proposal that wherever 
the granite for that building should be 
cut the Chicago bill of prices should be paid 
for union labor. It is said that Western 
dealers urged this action to put them on an 
equal basis with Eastern firms in tender- 
ing. The proposal was adopted by a large 
majority, although chiefly through 
rather than Western votes. All prospective 
bidders were immediately notified, and 
some claim that they figured their bids with 
reference to this rule. Mr. Peirce, who re- 
ceived the contract, asserts that he did not

The stuft which it is proposed to remove 
from “the bed of the harbor month for the 
benefit of navigation is the foul sediment 
of the sewers. It is disease in its most 
malignant andconcentrated form. The con- 
tractors say they cannot dump it eight miles 
out in the lake. But to dump it anywhere 
within that line or to disturb the bed of the 
harbor at all is to poison the drinking water. 
Navigation is nearing a close. The interests 
of commerce will not suffer if the dredging 
contractor is delayed in carrying out his 
work. By the close of the year the drainage 
channel will be opened. There will be a 
steady stream flowing into it from the lake 
through the river. Then if the bed of the 
river or of the harbor is disturbed by dredges 
the winds cannot cargy the polluted surface 
waters towards the cribs. The current set- 
ting toward the drainage channel will carry 
them along. When that current has been 
created it will be safe to dredge and to dump

Mr. Peirce, whose quarries and finishing 
plant are at Mount Waldo, Me., had al- 
ways maintained union shops, paying the 
local union wages of 30 or 31 cents an hour. 
When the stock for the postoffice was 
reached, however, about four months ago, 
his men, in conformity with the require- 
ment of their union, demanded the Chicago 
bill of prices, and, this being refused, they 
closed up the work in hand and went else- 
where. Thereupon Mr. Peirce got together 
a force of non-union men, partly Italians, 
and began the postoffice job, the completion 
of which is likely to occupy two years. Al- 
though these men have organi: 
selves into what is styled “ 
Granite Cutters’ union,” thaf organization 
is, of course, not recognized in the labor 
world, and the granite turned out is non- 
union cut. The issue is thus as to whether 
the Chicago local union rate of wages shall 
prevail for this job at Mount Waldo. 

Perhaps it-is due to the active demand 
elsewhere for granite cutters that the Na- 
tional Granite Cutters’ union has not ap- 
parently taken up this issue actively at 
Mount Waldo, The advisability of raising 
the issue by a strike of all trades engaged 
on the building here, however, has been 
under active consideration by the Build 
That council does not 
quire all building materials to have been 
union made. The iron used in this building 
is not of that sort, and the structural iron 
workers do not for that reason refuse to 
handle it, nor does the Building Trades 
council forbid other union men from work- 
ing with them while so doing. The Jour- 
neyman Stone Cutters’ union, however (and 
probably the Granite Cutters’ unfon has no 
different local policy), has fpr many years 
refused to handle non-union cut stone, and 
the Building Trades council would naturally 
be expected to assist it by a sympa- 
thetic strike in maintaining that position 
respecting the postoffice. 

As to whether a sympathetic strike for 
that purpose, if thought advisable, would 
better be delayed until the non-union cut 
granite arrives for laying—when much of 
the other work wili have been completed— 
or be declared at once, in order to force the 
contractor to stop non-union labor at Mount 
Waldo at once, is the question before the 
Building Trades council. The substitution 
for the intended corner-stone of a limestone 
block, at the expense, not of Mr. Peirce 
but of the Soft Stone Cutters’ union, did not 
“bring Mr. Peirce into line” or in any 
particular solve the difficulty. 

The two vital issues raised are thus: 
(1) As to whether the Chicago or the local 
union rate should obtain at Mount Waldo 
for this job; and (2) as to whether, grant-

“Mr. White had the benefit of all the 
echolarship that has been bestowed upon 
Appian’s history in Europe, and he presents 
all that has been preserved of the work, 
igcluding the preface and excerpta, in its 
proper order and from texts purged of cor- 
ruption and emended as closely as learning 


and ingenuity can attain to perfection. He 


arranges it under the twelve books of for- 


400 pages, and the five surviving books of 
the civil wars, which make a second volume 
of nearly 500 pages. The separate books 
which are complete he divides conveniently 
into chapters and also into numbered sec- 
tions, the full index at the end of the second 
volume making its references to the titles 
and sections of the different books. 

“Of the quality of the translation it is 
hardly necessary to speak. We have no 
doubt that the original is faithfully ren- 
dered, and the translator makes acknowl- 
edgment in his preface to his friend Theo- 
dore Lyman Wright, Professor of Greek 
literature and art in Beloit College, for 
revising his work and ‘ correcting inaccu- 
racies inevitable in the work of an amateur 
and for numerous suggestions for bettering 
the phraseology.”

The Somers estates now In possession of 
Lady Henry under her father’s will are 
large, comprising landed property in no less 
than five counties, as well as in London, be- 
sides Eastnor Castle, Ledbury, and the pic- 
turesque priory at Reigate, which was rent- 
ed for a time by Lord Curzon and by his 
American wife duri the early years of 
their marriage. Not is there any prospect 
of the great Somers estates reverting to the 
Somers peerage. On the contrary, they are 
likely to go towards restoring’ some of the 
old time splendor of the now sadly impover- 
ished Dukedom of Beaufort. For unless the 
present Duchess of Beaufort s her 
husband with an heir his honors will be in- 
herited by his next brother, Lord Henry 
Richard Somerset.

The true gédisha, as she has 
vouchsafed, only lends her services in sing- 
ing and dancing at a great price, and never 
appears except at the entertainments of the 
wealthy and powerful. Shi does not recog- 
nize the common tea house dancers and 
singers as geishas. After watching Mme. 
Yacco for a time one is willing to concede 
that the true geisha —If she be a type 
is far removed from anything that is ordi- 
nary. She was seen yesterday in a distinet 
stellar setting, and though her words could 
not be understood her meaning could. She 
‘is an actress as well as a flancer, her voice 
having few of the monotonous cadences of 
the Orient and possessing a decided power 
of emotional variation. he understands, 
also, the benefits of letting the play of feel- 
ing ‘be seen upon the features, and is able 
to use her eyes and eyelas as coquettishly 
as if she had been trained by a New York 
chorus director.

It is 
a dangerous fallacy. 

“There are great Nebuchanegzars and 
little Nebuchanezzars in modern times. 
They are seated on political thrones, on busi- 
ness thrones, on labor thrones, on literary 
thrones, on scientific thrones, on social 
thrones, on church thrones. It may require 
as much heroism in the discharge of duty 
to protest against the decrees of the little 
as of the great tyrants who assume the dic- 
tatorship of the thoughts and actions of 
their fellow-men.“

GRANITE CUTTER TELLS OF BUILD-

Matthew Ants Aske What Will Re

_ Chicago, Oct. 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. In view of the fact there is so much 
brag and bluster about striking the new 
Federal Building, I respectfully request that 
you will kindly permit me to publish through 
your columns a few facts relative theneto 
for the benefit of unionism. I have been 
patiently waiting for a published statement 
from some of the granite cutters here, who 
are better fitted to handle this subject than 
I am, and it puzzles me why they do not 
do it. The statement that the trouble was 
between the soft stone cutters and the 
ranite/cutters is true. The new Federal 
ullding is seized upon simply aa a pretext 
to further their base designs to control all 
stone work in this city under the protection 
of the Building Trades council. Their ac- 
tions and talk for the last six months justify

Ever since the granite cutters made appli- 
cation for admittance to membership to the 
Building Trades council the soft stone cut. 
ters of this city have used deceit, trick- 
ery, and misrepresentation in order to de- 
feat our admittance to that body. We made 
three different applications to the Building | 
Trades council for membership, and each 
one we were told was referred to the Soft 
Stone Cutters’ union. We received no com- 
munication from the Soft Stone Cutters’ 
‘union, or any one elke, on the subject, after 
each application. It appears that the Soft 
Cutters’ union hes a mighty strong 
pull in the Building Trades council, when it 
can secure its codperation and sanction in 
doing their dirty work for them. If the

This isan 
open declaration of war agatnst the granite 
cutters, and it shows to the union men of 
this city the Soft Stone Cutters’ union in 
their true light as scabs. Did the Building

diction over granite cutters? They will have 
to admit the granite cutters members of their 
association before they can properly or le- 
gally strike this job, if they base their ac- 
tion on account of the granite not being cut 
here. The conference of the N. U. C. of 
Granite Cutters with Mr. Peirce and the 
federal authorities at Washington devel- 
oped the fact that Mr. Peirce has the sym- 
pathy and probably the backing of the gov- 
ernment officials. At this conference Mr. 
Peirce stated that it was impossible for him 
to pay the Chicago bill of prices of 83 C0 a 
day. In support of this assertion he pro- 
duced affidavits from the different Eastern 
firms who bid on thisjob. In these affidavits 
they all claimed that the Chicago rate did 
mot enter into their bids and cut no figure 
with them whatever. The idea of having 
this job cut here is simply immense. It 
would please nobody more than myself to 
see it accomplished. That it wil) not be cut 
here is a sure thing. And if it were cut 
here, the men who do the cutting would 
have to be granite cutters with granite cut- 
ters“ cards. It would ruin a contractor to 
cut a granite job with soft stone cutters. 

There is something peculiar about this 
business that savors too much of clique and 
boodle work. Mr. Grant, a delegate from: 
the Building Trades council of St. Louls, in 


affair, stated that M. J. Sullivan wanted to 
know who was going to pay for the expense 
and trouble that their committee went to 
on the stone controversy. This statement 
was made by Mr. Grant before the Truax- 
Payne affair. Mr. Sullivan is the man of 
extraordinary statements. It is worth 
$5,000 to our general union to have the 
letter Mr. Sullivan says he has from our 
N. U. 8., in which ne says there is no branch 
of the Granite Cutters’ union in the City 
of Chicago.

Gold Problems in London. 
The Bank of England yesterday reduced 
the buying price of eagles by a half-penny, 
much to the disgust of bullion dealers.

money market upset by gold exports we 
know that country is powerful enough to 
command millions of our slender stock in 
order to restore the balance.

This is the point where 
tramp money now and then comes in most 
usefully. We have no desire to draw gold 
from New York, but our 5 per cent bank 
rate has been effective in sweeping the float- 
ing credits and stray sums of gold of the 
continental markets.

Position Delicate Everywhere. 

However, against the French purchases 
of bills we must place the German sales, 
which increase as money rises in Berlin. 
The position is delicate everywhere, all the 
markets carrying sail beyond their capacity 
and most of them on insufficient ballast. We 
see the open market rates in Ge 
ing towards the Reichs 
Bank of Belgium rate has advanced from 
3% to 5 per cent within a fortnight, and the 
Bank of France is struggling by the usual 
devices to avert an advance in its rate, 
which, nevertheless, is bound to come, since 
in spite of the high premium on gold it has 
lost $1,140,000 in metal within a month. At 
the same time the note circulation has ex- 
panded upwards of $5,000,000.

Rates May Be Subject to Law. 

During recent years various attempts have 
been made by Legislatures to regulate the 
rates Hor sleeping car berths. 
supposition is that considerable money has 
been expended in preventing this adverse 
If that is true and if the com- 
panies have provided funds for fighting ad- 
troduced in the Legislatures it 
is only fair tO presume that a good sum must 
be set aside each year to carry on this work. 
It is a question if it would not be cheaper in 
the end for the companies to submit to a 
fair regulation of sleeping car rates rather 
‘than to stand the drain of constant lobby- 
ing. The belief is generally held that the 
sleeping car companies charge entirely to 
much for the conveniences they offer. The 
present tariff is from 20 to 25 per cent of the 
standard railroad fares. Railroad 
panies are compelled in their contracts with 
these companies to pay mileage which in 
most instances amounts to 8 cents a mile., 
The claim has been made that the sleeping, 
car companies should not only reduce their 
rates for desirable berths but that distinc- 
tion should be made in charges for the less 
desirable accommodations. The greater the 
company and the greater the total capital- 
ization the more subject to attack a corpora- 
tion becomes. Each year the companies 
make a report showing enormous earnings 
‘and this serves to invite adverse legislation 
or the payment of money to prevent the 
passage of regulating laws. 

In the local stock market the week was 
fairly active with considerable strength.

The advance in Linseed was cred- 
ited to a rumor that the American Linseed 
company had cornered the flax seed market 
and that a considerable profit had been real- 
In National Biscuit the weakness is 
credited to the selling of stock by insiders.
